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INTRODUCTION 


I  became  interested  in  my  family  history  about  10  years  after  the 
passing  of  my  Grandfather  and  thus  was  unable  to  verify  at  first 
hand  some  of  the  material  presented  here.   At  that  time  my  Father, 
David,  became  interested,  had  some  notes  and  memories  and  we 
started  what  was  to  be  a  long  project.   I  regret  that  up  to  this 
time  I  have  not  been  able  to  trace  the  maternal  (MACK)  side  of  my 
family. 

In  I9I4.8  we  were  fortunate  in  coming^into  contact  with  Alexander 
Stafverfeldt,  the  School  Master  at  As,  Jamtland,  Sweden.   It  de- 
veloped that  we  were  related,  that  he  had  been  an  active  genea- 
logical researcher,  knew  of  the  Buffalo  branch  of  the  family  but 
had  no  details.   He  furnished  considerable  information  prior  to 
publishing  his  book  on  Naskott. 

In  October  12,  1952  my  Father  David  passed  away  and  I  lost  interest 
in  the  project,  married  and  relocated  to  California.   Quite  recent- 
ly, my  family  grown  and  some  leisure  time  available  I  started  the 
project  again.   Up  to  this  time  I  had  little  training  or  reading 
in  the  subject  of  Genealogy  and  was  further  handicapped  by  not  hav- 
ing Swedish  as  a  language.   I  felt,  however,  that  the  information 
I  had  accumulated  should  be  assembled  for  the  interest  or  use  of 
others  and  that  is  the  intent  of  this  publication. 

You  will  find  here  a  brief  narrative  and  a  chart  illustrating  the 
direct  ancestors  of  ALEXANDER  ALEXANDERSSON  (1866-1936).   The  names 
thereon  are  further  detailed  in  tables  providing  data  which  may  be 
of  interest  to  the  reader.   In  an  index  is  noted  each  person  shown 
on  a  table. 

Comments  will  be  appreciated. 

This  has  been  prepared  with  the  thought  that  it  is  fitting  that 
something  of  what  has  been  taken  be  returned.

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A  Pew  Explanatory  Notes 


1.  Jamtland  is  a  LAN  or  STATE  of  about  18,^.00  square  miles  com- 
parable in  size  to  the  State  of  West  Virginia,  USA. ,  In  1975 
the  population  was  about  132,600,   The  chief  city,  Ostersund, 
population  52,200  is  located  on  Lake  Storsjon. 

2.  Generally,  a  LAN  is  made  up^of  PARISHES  thus  the  Parishes  of 
ALSEN,  NASKOTT,  OPPERDAL,  R0D6n,  etc. 

A  PARISH  is  made  up  of  GARDES  or  PARMS  thus  (TULLUS),  (KINGSTA), 
(NYLAND)  etc. 

3.  BONDS  means  Landowner. 

TORPARE  means-owns  building  only, 

I4..   The  patronymic  naming  system  e.g.  ANDERS  DOTTER  or  ANDERS  SON 
is  no  longer  in  widespread  use. 

5,  In  the  period  1700<713  Sweden,  under  King  Karl  XII,  waged 
major  campaigns  in  Europe  (see  map  at  end)  in  an  effort  to 
repel  a  union  of  Denmark,  Russia  and  Poland  to  regain  terri- 
tories obtained  by  his  ancestors.   The  final  battle  was 
fought  at  Poltava  in  southeast  Poland  on  June  28,  1709,   The 
Swedes  were  defeated  by  the  Russians  and  Sweden,  then  entered 
a  period  of  severe  economic  hardship.   The  soldiers  of  this 
period  were  called  Karolinians  (e.g.  Erik  Lundman,.. Table  262) 
and  their  times  are  documented  by  the  KAROLINSKA  PORBONDET  at 
Stockholm  in  an  annual  yearbook, 

6.  SKYLAR-A  measure  used  in  harvesting  crops.  Crops  are  bound  and 

piled  around  a  pole  to  dry.  These  "stacks"  are  quite  uniform 
in  size  and  thus  are  used  as  a  measure  of  farm  production.

JAMTLANN ING - ALEXANDERS  SON 


ALEXANDER  ALEXANDERSSON  was  born  at  Oateraund,  Jamtland, 

Sweden  September  ll;,  1866,  the  second  son  and  sixth  child 

of  seven  of  Alexander  Alexandersson  and  Ingeborg  Andersdotter. 

The  forebearers  of  Alexander  and  Ingeborg  lived  in  Jamtland 
for  more  than  300  years,  soldiers  and  farmers,  possessing 
little  worldly  goods.   Alexander  must  have  been  a  restless 
person  since  at  the  age  of  38  he  moved  his  family  to  Lavanger, 
Norway  for  six  years  to  avoid  a  famine  in  Sweden  and  later  to 
Hudiksvall,  Sweden.   He  died  at  Stockholm. 

Alexander  the  younger  married  BETTY  HEDLUND  at  Gavle,  had  two 
sons  born  in  Sweden  and  at  the  age  of  37  relocated  to  New 
Haven,  Connecticut  USA  and  a  few  years  later  he  relocated  to 
Buffalo,  New  York  where  he  worked  for  the  Ericsson  Telephone 
Company,   In  1912  his  older  brother  Anders  visited  Alex  at 
the  home  he  owned  at  20I4.  Riverside  Avenue  at  the  end  of  a 
somewhat  mysterious  12  year  visit  to  the  western  part  of 
the  United  States, 

Alex  was  curious  and  inventive.   He  spent  many  years  making 
by  hand  2  sets  of  Johansson  (a)  Gage  Blocksond  was  called  upon 
to  solve  many  mechanical  problems.   He  was  very  adept  at 
working  with  locks  of  vaults.   He  was  very  proud  to  claim 
Sweden  as  his  birthplace;  one  time  visiting  the  Buffalo 
Science  Museum  Ae   noted  that  a  plaque  on  John  Ericsson's 
(b)  picture  referred  to  his  invention  of  the  "Merrimac",   In 
no  uncertain  terms  he  informed  the  museum  that  Ericsson  in- 
vented the  US  Civil  War  "Monitor"  and  the  plaque  was  corrected. 
He  was  a  charter  member,  President  and  Treasurer  of  his  Vasa 
Lodge  and  passed  away  at  the  age  of  70,  a  stern  and  lonely 
man,

I  started  in  military  service  in  l699j  i"^  1702  promoted  to 
cornett,  in  1704  promoted  to  ensign,  1705  advanced  to  lieutenant, 
1709  to  captain  which  is  proven  by  my  letters  of  appointments. 
During  this  time  in  the  service  of  His  Royal  Majesty  I  received 
the  following  wounds.   In  1702  slashed  over  left  ear,  which 
caused  loss  of  hearing.   Same  year  hit  by  bullet  on  left  cheekbone 
and  same  year  cut  by  sabre  twice  in  right  arm.   In  1705  hit  by 
bullet  in  front  of  head,  at  the  same  time  stabbed  in  back  of  neck 
and  above  right  knee,  as  I  was  lying  in  the  field  among  the   dead 
and  wounded.   These  wounds  were  received  at  several  battles,  which 
were  successfully  fought  in  Churland  and  Lithoven  under  the  command 
of  the  Governor  General,  The  Honourable  Count  Adam  Lewenhaupt. 

In  1708  at  Liessna  in  Ukraine,  I  was  also  hit  by  a  bullet 
in  my  right  temple,  which  wound  is  still  open,  at  the  same  time 
the  right  side  was  wounded  severely  in  three  places  by  cannon 
blast.   The  following  October  5,  in  barbaric  manner  captured; 
and  naked  presented  for  ridicule,  but  was  finally  excused  out 
of  pity  over  the  open  wounds  and  gushing  blood.

The  ex  actis  and  coram  protocollo  statements  prov, 
that  captain  Erich  Lundman  at  the  battle  of  Lesna  was 
showing  bravery  and  good  character,  as  was  required  in 
the  Service  of  His  Royal  Majesty,  even  though  he  at  the 
beginning  of  the  battle  was  wounded  severely  in  the  head. 
After  he  was  bandaged  by  battalion  priest  Olof  Gallenius, 
he  gave  out  ammunition,  put  new  flints  in  the  firearm, 
gave  orders  to  charge  and  fought  the  Enemy  until  the 
Battalion,  which  toward  the  end  of  the  battle  consisted 
of  only  60  or  70  men,  were  forced  to  flee.    Lundman  vjas 
then  forced  into  a  swamp  and  was  separated  from  his  men 
and  his  army  and  could  not  reunite;  was  captured  and 
badly  treated  by  the  Enemy,  but  because  of  his  serious 
wounds  he  was  set  free  and  forced  to  find  his  c;in  v.'ay 
toward  Mitau,  living  on  oats,  until  he  finally  as  a  begger 
came  to  captain  Dellwik's  and  Regiment  Auditeur  Palmgren's 
quarters  in  Mitau. 

The  Court  Martial  can  not  find  that  Captain  Lundman 
should  be  considered  a  deserter,  as  he  fought  the  enemy 
with  all  his  ability  and  with  his  brave  behavior  tried 
to  be  worthy  of  his  Royal  Majesty's  grace; 

which  with  subserviency  is  submitted  to  His  Royal 
Majesty  for  reconsideration.

The  homestead  was  taken  over  in  1648  by  Anders  Pedersson's 
son  Christoffer  Andersson.   He  was  the  same  year  sued  by  his 
neighbor  Lai's  Joenssoti  regarding  a  lot  which  had, belonged  to 
Ytter  By,  but  illegally  had  been  transferred  to  Over  By. 
Christoffer  showed  the  Court  a  letter  from  1584  by  king  Fredrik  II 
and__a  deed  from  13d3  vjhich  proved  that  the  lot  should  belong 
to  Over  By  and  Lars  had  to  pay  a  fine  of  6  mark.   Some  years  later 
Christoffer  had  to  pay  a  fine  of  4o  mark  for  raping  Maret  from 
Vike .   He  refused  to  marry  her  but  said  he  had  given  her  a  nice 
present.   He  later  married  a  daughter  of  the  rector  in  Brunflo, 
Olof  Petri  Drake. 

Because  he  vjas  deeply  in  debt  and  very  poor,  Christoffer  had 
to  give  up  his  property  in  I673  to  his  creditors  and  moved  to 
Nor/jay.   The  homestead  was  mortgaged  for  3OO  dlr  to  clerk  Per 
Ivarsson,  who  was  married  to  Christoffer 's  niece  and  the  homestead 
was  now  transferred  to  him  but  was  sold  the  following  year  to 
Hans  Halvarsson  i  Tomte  for  200  rdr  and  a  barrel  of  norwegian 
herring.   Hans  Halvarsson  also  incurred  great  debts  and  fled  to 
Norway.   The  homestead  was  then  taken  over  in  1678  by  his  brother 
Edfast  Halvarsson.   Edfast,  who  also  owned  one  of  the  homesteads 
in  Rodon,  was  fined  in  1686  because  he  on  Christmas  Eve  had  hit 
his  maid  because  of  her  "big  mouth". 

According  to  records  of  I67O  104  skylar  barley  were  harvested 
on  the  homestead  and  in  I69O  6  skylar  rye  and  252  skylar  barley. 
Through  the  realization  of  the  Division  Department  of  I689  the 
homestead  vjas  declared  armaments  place  vjlth  Edfast  Halvarsson  in 
charge . 

Edfast  Halvarsson,  who  was  church-officer  a  few  years,  died 
in  1701  and  that  year  his  widov;  Agnes  Persdctter  reported  to  the 
Court,  that  her  husband  had  intended  that  she  should  have  the 
homestead  until  the  children  were  raised,  but  that  a  son  of  Edfast 
from  a  former  marriage,  corporal  Olof  Edfastsson,  was  claiming 
half  of  the  homestead.   The  Court  was  of  the  opinion  that  the 
homestead  would  be  weakened  if  divided  and  left  it  to  the  widow. 

Jon  Ersson  from  Sater,  who  was  married  to  Edfast 's  daughter 
Ingeborg,  asked  the  Court  in  I708  that  he  be  granted  the  right  to 
buy  the  homestead,  as  the  widow  was  now  remarried  to  Zakris  Karlsson 
i  Silje  and  corporal  Olof  Edfastsson  had  given  up  his  right  to  the 
homestead.   The  request  was  approved  by  the  Court.

Ejnar  Jorgensson  was  Juryman  for  several  years  and  after  his 
death  the  homestead  vjas  cultivated  by  his  widow  Brita  Gudmundsdotter 
until  1679  when  it  was  taken  over  by  Olof  Olofsson,  who  in  I690 
sold  it  to  Nils  Christoffersson.   This  year  70  skylar  barley  could 
be  harvestecH   irils  died  in  lo9^5  only  35  years  old,  "poor  but 
God-fearing"  as  is  printed  in  the  church  register.   His  widow 
Kerstin  Svensdotter,  sold  the  homestead  in  I697  to  Anders  Ersson 
from  Fanbyn  and  his  widow  Maret  Carlsdotter  sold  it  in  1703  for 
54  dlr  smt  to  Olof  Jonsson  fran  Sem.   He  accused  trumpet-player 
Bjorkbom  of  assault  and  bodily  harm,  to  which  BJorkbom  answered 
that  Olof  was  drunk.  When  Bjorkbom  had  attempted  to  carry  Olof  out, 
Olof  had  fallen  and  hurt  himself.  Witnesses  were  heard  and 
Bjorkbom  was  fined  3  mark. 

In  1710  the  homestead  was  bought  by  Olof  Ersson  for  70  dlr  smt. 
There  were  several  lawsuits  regarding  these  sales,  as  Nils 
Christoffersson 's  children  thought  they  were  illegal,  but  the  Court 
declared  that  the  homestead  was  "avlinge jord ",  which  could  be  sold 
outside  the  family.

The  last  few  years,  his  SoN-iM-lAWOlof  AncierR^nn  in  Sota  had  refused 
to  pay  him.   At  the  inspection  it  was  established,  that  there  was 
some  uncertainty  regarding  the  property,  and  that  it  probably 
involved  a  lot  in  Lungret,  which  Sota  had  received  in  exchange 
in  1609.   However,  all  letters  regarding  this,  were  lost  during 
the  Baltzar  Battle.   The  District  Court  directed  Olof  Andersson 
to  pay  the  fee  to  Backen  from  then  on. 

The  homestead  paid  the  following  taxes:   property  tax 
3  dlr  12  ore,  silver  tax  6  dlr,  transportation  6  dlr,  preacher 
1  ore  12  pgr  and  fur  tax  24  ore.

Anders  Olofsson  came  to  a  tragic  end,   as  he  hung  himself  in  1718  in  a  tree 
in  the  yard.     Kis  wile,   Kerstin  Kansdotter,   testified,   that  Anders  had  been 
despondent  during  the  difficult  times  that  prevailed,   and  asked  that  her 
husband  be  buried  at  the  cemetary.     The  District  Court  directed  hovever,   that 
he  be  led  into  the  forest  by  the  executioner  and  burned  and  buried  there. 

After  the  death  of  Anders,   the  widow  claimed  that  during  those  difficult 
War  times,   it  was  hard  to  get  help  on  the  homestead,   for  which  reason  it  was 
turned  over  to  the  son,   Clof  Andersson,  who  bought  out  his  sisters  and  brothers 
for  lliO  dlr  smt  and  gave  his  mother  room  and  board.     In  1752  Olof  gave  a  croft 
to  his  brother-in-law,  parish-clerk  Olof  Jonsson-Agerberg,  which  he  and  his 
wife  could  use  as  long  as  they  lived.

Simon  Gunnarsson  transferred  the  homestead  in  1733  to 
his  eldest  son  Gunnar  Simonssonj  who  was  to  buy  out  his 
sisters  and  brothers  for  120  dlr  smt.   Among  Simon's  other 
children  should  be  mentioned  Erik^  who,  together  with  his 
brothers  and  sisters,  took  the  family  name  Backman  and  who 
later  became  curate  in  Sunne.   After  some  years  Gunnar  had 
to  give  up  the  homestead  to  his  father  as  he  did  not  feel 
that  he  could  take  care  of  it.   The  father  sold  the  homestead 
in  1739  to  army  clerk  Johan  Sundell  for  480  dlr  smt.   This 
lead  Simon's  daughter  ^ma,  and  her  husband  Jon  Nilsson  to 
demand  in  District  Cour^tnat  the  sale  be  annulled.

Nils  Eriksson's  hc-nestead  was  taken  over  in  l651i  by  jury-man  Erik  Siulsson. 
In  1670,  11  skylar  barley  could  be  harvested  at  the  horaestead  and  in  loyO,  126  skylar. 
Through  the  Ruling  of  1669,  the  homestead  plus  one  in  Tullus,  was  declared 
equipment  headquarters  in  case  of  war,  with  Erik  Siulsson  in  charp;e.  The  homestead 
was  sold  in  1697  to  the  son-in-lavj,  Erik  Ersson  Per?-,  for  120  dlr  smt  plus  room  and 
board.  His  brt)ther,01of  Ersson  Berg,  becajne  ricer  for  the  headquarters,  and 
perished  in  the  mountains  in  1719.  In  1715,  the  homestead  was  taken  over  cy  Erik's 
son,  Erik  Ersson  Jr.,  who's  widow  in  1722  married  Lars  Persson.  He  was  willing  to 
Pay  the  debts,  and  Wgs  given  the  right  to  take  over  the  homestead.  Hov/ever,  the 
sons  of  Erik  Ersson  Jr.,  Erik  and  Nils,  made  demands  to  their  fathers  land,  and  in 
17i;2,  the  jury-man  Lars  Persson  transferred  the  homestead,  including  "hired  hand, 
horse  and  equipment",  to  the  sons.  In  return  they  would  give  up  all  claims  to 
any  other  belongings  and  give  the  mother  and  step-father  room  and  board.  Nils  Ersson 
later  gave  up  his  part  to  his  brother  for  l50  dlr  smt. 

One  night  in  July  of  I76O,  a  big  fire  swept  the  homestead,  and  the  main 
building,  guesthouse,  storage,  grain-shed,  equipment-shed  and  pig  pen  burned  down, 
also  all  hsy,  grain  and  furniture.  The  reason  for  the  fire  was  not  known,  and 
Erik  FrRRnp  ■rpr"PTVf»H  ii/V^  (^Ir  smt  in  corr.'^5nsation  vrhich  >rcs  to  be  caid  by  all  the 
villages  in  Jamtland. 

Erik  Ersson,  who  was  jurj'HJian,  gave  a  croft  and  the  har\'-est  from  Kvarnmyran, 
Tuvflon  and  Hanabergsmyran,  to  his  half-brother  Erik  Larsson  Kallberg  in  1771. 
The  same  year  he  transferred  the  homestead  to  his  only  son  Per  Eriksson,  for 
certain  rights,  room  and  board.  His  sister,  Lisbet,  was  married  to  dragoon  Erik 
Ersson.

In  the  year  I6OO,  Smedsasen  is  divided  between  Erik  and  Joenn,  the  sons 
of  Herr  Nills.  Besides  them,  there  i/ere  two  more  brothers j  Nils  and  Grels. 
Joenn  and  Grels  Nilsson  dissappear  from  tr.e  charts  of  Naskott,  but  Erik  and 
Nils  Nilsson  are  staj-ing  in  Smedsasen.  Erik  ^'ilsson  was  chief  of  police  in 
Rodon  and  v;as  often  mentioned  in  older  docxments.

Erik  Mansson,  dooi  1637,  son  of  Kians  Jonsson  in  Faxnalden  and  his  wife 
from  Sunno. 

Erik  Mansson  v;as  "lagrattsmaii"  at  the  county  council  during  the  years 
1621,  1622,  1623  and  1626.  The  last  year  Erik  had  a  debt  due  him  by  Erik 
Hemningsson  in  Bleckasen,  Alsen.  This  man  was  unable  to  pay  his  debt,  so 
Erik  requested  from  the  sheriff  a  new  tenant  fanner  in  Bleckasen.  About 
1636,  Erik  Kansson  and  his  brother-in-law  Olof  liilsson,  were  sued  in  Sunne 
District  Court  by  Olof  Olofsson  in  Akerang.  He  claL-ned  he  had  a  bifper  right 
to  a  farm,  which  the  tv;o  above  mentioned  recently  had  bouFht  from  master  Mans 
Larssons  widow  in  Trondhjem,  Mrs.  Ollegard  Hansdotter.  This  couple  had  owned 
the  farm  since  1629.  Master  Hans'  children  had  later  requested  to  buy  back  half 
of  the  fann,  but  this  claim  was  turned  over  to  Frosta  Eistrict  Court.  Olof 
Nilsson  from  Faxnalden  was  staying  on  the  farm. 

It  is  obvious  that  ti  e  farm  in  Akerang  w^s  valuable,  because  it  was  bought 
for  163  Daler,  which  was  a  high  price  in  I6OO.  The  farm  was  finally  awarded 
to  the  chaplain  in  Brunflo,  Erik  Goransson-Slcunk,  who  was  brother-in-law  to 
Olof  Olofsson  in  Akerang  and  cousin  to  Erik  Mansson  in  Faxnalden  and  his  sister, 
married  to  Olof  Nilsson. 

The  Court  was  of  the  opinion,  that  Erik  Mansson  had  not  been  wrong,  when 
he  tried  to  obtain  legal  right  to  his  grand-father's  farm  in  Akeran»,  and  that 
it  was  up  to  Erik  uoransson  t,o  reclaim  the  lann,  il"  he  and  his  neirs  so  wished. 
The  chaplain  in  Brunflo  lacked  the  means  to  accept  the  courts  offer,  and  Clef 
Nilsson  seems  to  have  stayed  on  the  disputed  farm.  Erik  Mansson  was  married 
to  a  daughter  of  rector  Lauridtz  Mogensson  in  Undersaker.  He  might  have  been 
married  twice.  His  widow  Sara,  is  recorded  as  owner  of  the  farm  in  1655. 
Of  the  children,  a  son,  Lars,  is  recorded  in  I6I6,     He  waS  bom  in  I626  and 
became  farmer  at  Faxnalden  n:r  h.     But  Erik  Mansson  also  had  a  daughter, 
because  in  1623,  Anders  Eriksson  in  Aggen,  Undersaker,  w?,s  complaining  about 
Bengt  in  Sallsjb,  that  he  had  ruined  Anders'  planned  marriage  to  Erik  Kanssons 
daughter  in  Faxnalden.  He  had  accused  Anders  and  his  father  to  be  "manbidder", 
people  who  bite  men. 

After  the  death  of  the  widow,  Sara,  Olof  Nilsson  is  registered  as  owner  to 
the  farm.  Is  this  the  s^me  person  as  the  above  mentioned  Olof  Nilsson  in 

Akerang? 

During  the  latter  part  of  I6OO,  Faxnalden  2  was  taken  care  of  by  farmer 
Halfvar  Estensson  and  his  wife  Lucia  Jonsdotter,  a  daughter  to  farmer  Jons 
Arnesson  in  Kissmon,  Rodon.  They  had  a  daughter,  Harta,  who  married  and  stayed 
on  the  farm.  She  and  her  husband  took  over  the  farm  some  time  during  1660.

Olof  Pllsson  WaS  for  several  years   "lagrattsman"  and  had  in  1633  on  the' 
farm  k  cows,  8  small  farm  animals  and  one  horse,  and  paid  tax  on  a  mill. 

After  the  Peace  of  l6l45j  he  was  given  back  the  right  to  cultivate  the  farm, 
and  tax  had  to  be  paid  on  5  tld.  In  coiinty  tax  he  paid  2  dlr  26  ore  and 
fur  tax  12  ore  plus  tax  on  a  meadow  in  Sundslagden,  8  ore.  It  waS  noted  in 
the  land  register,  that  he  owned  the  big  fami  and  had  nairied  it  Sund. 

Olof  Palsson  died  about  1663.  He  and  his  wife  Kerstin  Joensdotter  had 
6  children,  of  which  one  son,  Anders  Olofsson,  took  over  the  farm  and 
cultivated  it  until  1681;,  when  it  was  sold  to  Nils  Bengtsson  in  Undrom  for 
172  dlr  16  ore  smt. 

In  1617,  12ii  skylar  barley  could  be  harvested  on  the  farm  and  in  I69O, 
238  skylar.  Through  the  Division  Department,  the  interest  on  the  farm  was 
assigned  to  "kvartermastaren"  at  the  cavalry  with  salary,  and  part  of  the  farm 
Was  divided  into  a  dwelling  for  the  smith  from  the  same  company.
